News of Soviet ‘Ghost Ship’ 
Sailing Sea* Without Crew 
Spurs ll. ii. Industry and 
Labor Chiefs at Automation 
Farley. 
San Juan—Tliere is a shadow 
on the sun here It is cast by a 
“ ghost ship” called the In/hener 
A. Pustoshkin, though it eerily 
sails a far oif sea. 
The Pustoshkin is a 
Soviet 
tanker—which went to tea with­ 
out a crew either on the bridge 
or in the engine room. It is a 
Soviet '‘first*’—the first crewless 
craft operated entirely' by re­ 
mote control from shore*ide. A 
‘'captain” pushed a button to 
start the engines. With steam 
up, the 
ship’s 
course 
was 
worked out by electronic braui 
machinery. 
It is the Soviet’* entry into th* 
race to be first with a fully au­ 
tomatic crewless fleet. 
From Lloyd’s of London and 
from Tokyo comes word that the 
British and the Japanese, too, 
are in the race. The U. S. also is 
getting into “centralized con­ 
trol” of ocean going craft. 
Watching the Russian “shad­ 
ow” are a group of men who 
have gathered here for an ex­ 
citing conference—the first af its 
kind rn tile Caribbean. They are 
men of both management anti 
labor. Their objective, to put it 
bluntly, is to discus* and work 
out plans whereby industry can 
make a profit out of automa­ 
tion while those who labor con­ 
tinue to earn the wages and 
maintain the job security need­ 
ed by a strung and competitive 
America. 
This conference ha* 
been 
sponsored jointly by the Ameri­ 
can Foundation on Automation 
and Employment, Inc. and the 
Institute of Labur-Manageinenl 
It elations of the Puerto Rican 
section of the Seafarer* Interna­ 
tional Union.

U. S. Industries. Inc. The SIU 
is led by Paul Hall U. S. Indus­ 
tries operates a big heavy m a­ 
chinery plant cm the island and 
it* fmployes are member* of the 
Seafarers.

The Washington Merry'Go-Round 


WASHINGTON — Six times 
I have watched the government 
of th* United 
Slates 
change 
from one president to another, 
but never have I seen it done 
so efficiently as the current take­ 
over by Lyndon Johnson. 
A change cd Presidents used 
to be a deliberate, cumbersome 
process. When Herbert Hoover 
took over from Calvin Coolidge 
in 1928-29, both were republi­ 
can* and Hoover had been serv­ 
ing in Coolidge’s Cabinet. Even 
so the change was unwieldy and 
accompanied 
by

cert# i n 
amount of friction. 
The next takeover I witnessed 
was that of Franklin Roosevelt 
from Hoover in 1932-33. and dur­ 
ing the four-month hiatus be­ 
tween the November 
election 
and the march inauguration the 
economy ai the nation almost 
came to a standstill. 
The change from Roosevelt to 
Truman wa* caused by sudden 
death, and was reasonably ef- 
fwicient, though there were seri­ 
ous jolts to foreign policy. 
When Eisenhower took over 
from Harry Truman and twenty 
years of Democratic rule, there 
were plenty of jolts 
but 
the 
country had two and 
# 
half 
month* to absorb them. And Ike 
had that same period to pick 
hi# personnel. So did President 
Kennedy when te took over from 
Eisenhower in 1960. 
Record of two Becks 
President Johnson has now 
teen in office two weeks. From 
the firrt hour after the tragedy 
of Dallas he has had to make 
immediate decisions, some in­ 
volving delicate personal prob­ 
lems, some involving the fate 
of the nation.

CONTROL LICE ON BEEF 
CATTLE AVD HOOS THIS 
FALL 


Now is the time for livestock 
producers to take steps to con­ 
trol lice on beef cattle and hogs 
if they have not done so pre­ 
viously.

is in winter quarters. 
The best time to control lice 
is just prior to cold weather, j 
Getting rid of lice in the fall 
gets around the problem of hav-' 
ing to spray livestock in cold: 
weather. Fall-applied sprays will 
last all winter provided that no' 
lousy animals are added to the 
herd. If the herd is sprayed, two 
spray applications applies at 15 
to 18 day intervals are recom­ 
mended. The second application! 
will kill those lice that were 
in the midstage when the first 
spray was applied. If you wait 
longer than 18 days 
between 
spray 
applications, you may 
have a new crop of nits to 
contend with. I think it should 
lie emphasized that lice can be 
controlled on cattle by the use 
of cable typ« backrubbers pro­ 
vided you keep the backrubber 
treated with either a five per­ 
cent DDT solution or a five per­ 
cent Texaphene solution.

fo r g r a z in g small 
GRAINS 
In travelling around over Stod­ 
dard County I have noticed that- 
much of the small grain is get-! 
ting large enough for grazing 
and several farmers have al­ 
ready turned their cattle on 
small grains. 
Small grams have played an 
important part in our pasture 
program in this area for many 
years. These crops have served 
as a major source of fall graz­ 
ing, and tills has served two 
important purposes: First, even 
under ordinary conditions, small 
grain pastures can be expected 
to put better gams on cattie 
than permanent pastures during 
the fall. Since pastures 
have 
been cut short this year, this 
advantage should 
be 
greater! 
than usual. Secondly, by pas­ 
turing small grains during me 
fall and giving permanent pas­ 
tures a rest, our permanent pas­ 
tures will produce much more 
winter grazing than if we Kept 
cattle on permanent pastures 
through the fall and into the 
winter. 
There are a few management 
guidelines that wre think are 
very 
important 
rn 
pasturing 
small grains. In the first puce, 
cattle should not be turned on 
small grams until the plants are 
at least four inches tall. If you 
wait until this stage, the plants 
will be sufficiently wed rooted 
mat ca tie will not pull them 
up as they graze, and plants 
will make much faster re - 
growth after being grazed. On 
the other hand, it is best not 
to wait too long to turn cattie 
on small grains. If you let small 
grains get too rank and tines, 
these crops will likely have some 
of the leaf and t-rowm disease 
which can cause considerable 
damage to those crops. Also, u 
small grains get 
far 
enough 
along to joint before 
winter 
weather comes, the crop is in 
i danger of being winter killed 
when freezing weather gets in. 
Another important point to re­ 
vert: ber is that small 
grains 
should never be overgrazed. A 
good rule-of-thumb to follow is 
1 to manage the grazing of small 
grains so as to retain at least 
two inches of grow-th on 
the 
crop at all times. Finally, cattle 
should be taken off small grains 
w’hen the ground gets too mud­ 
dy. As a general rule, cattle are 
not hurting small grain crops 
as long ms they are not sinking 
in above their hooves. When they 
begin to sink in above their 
hooves, they are very 
likely 
damaging the crop and rhouki 
be removed from the fields.

“VITA JIN A IN BEEF 
CATTLE FEEDING’* 
During tile past year much 
attention has been directed to­ 
ward vitamin A deficiency sym- 
coms in beef cattle. Perhaps all 
of the problems attributed to 
this deficiency are not justified, 
but undoubtedly some of them 
are. Farmers feeding silage may , 
have a definite need for ad­ 
ditional vitamin A where heavy 
amounts of nitrogen were used 
in making the crop. 
According to Melvin Bradley, 
E.ctension Livestock Specialist, j 
University of Missouri, vitamin . 
A is necessary for normal main­ 
tenance and growth of tissues 
that form the outer layer of 
rkin and line the intestinal and 
reproductive tact. When a de­ 
ficiency occurs, 
these 
tissues 
are more susceptible to infec­ 
tion, diseases, and sterility prob­ 
lems. This is why vitamin A 
has been called the “anti-in­ 
fection” vitamin. 
Wfe are often asxed why vi­ 
tamin A deficiency symptoms 
appear now with rations former- J 
ly considered adequate. 
The animal normally gets its 
vitamin A from converting caro 
tene in plants to vitamin A in 
the body. It appears that in­ 
creased levels of nitrates in j 
plants block or partially block 
this conversion. 
Vitamin A deficiencies usual­ 
ly occur in late winter or early 
spring, or any time following a 
drought. Early symptoms are: j 
(1) Running or weeping eyes; I 
(2) Night blindness, this Is a 
condition causing blindness a t1 
dusk or dawn and may be ob­ 
served by cattle walking Into 
objects in unfamiliar surround­ 
ings; (St Reproductive disord­ 
ers; (41 Dead or weak calves 
at birth; '5 ‘ 9wrKing of the 
brisket and legs 
Prevention consists of feeding 
approximately 20,000 J. U.’s of 
vitamin A supplement per head 
daily. This is especially import­ 
ant for animals fed out in dry 
j lot and for brood cows after 
j the first of the year. 
If rattle are already deficient 
in vitamin A, 60,000 I. U. will 
need to be fed for approximate­ 
ly a w eek to build up body 
I stores, 
Vitamin A supplement can be 
I bought in 1-10 pound lots, each 
j pound containing about one mil­ 
lion I U.’s. This can be mixed 
with the grain or protein sup­ 
plement for feeding, l^ocal feed 
mills will be glad to do this 
for you or protein supplements 
can be bought with vitamin A 
already mixed with them. 
Vitamin A feeding is cheap 
and convenient. At least 20,000 
I. U’s should be fed to almost 


all cattle in dry lot and to cows I 
after the first of the year to 
avoid loss from slow gains and 
infection.

moisture condensation. This trou 
ble is usually not present in old­ 
er homes because moisture is 
carried to the outside by escap­ 
ing warm air before condensa­ 
tion takes place. 
Enough moisture should be 
present in the air within the 
home to prevent furniture and 
floors from drying out and to 
prevent such physical discom­ 
forts such as dry noses 
and 
throat. Uusually 40 percent rel­ 
ative humidity is about right. 
At 40 percent relative humidity, 
there will be gome condensation 
on the inside of windows not 
equipped with storm sash when 
outside temperatures are 20 de­ 
gress. When the windows are 
equipped with storm sash, no 
condensation will occur until *he 
outside temperature is 10 de­ 
grees below zero. (All readings 
for periods of no wind). Con­ 
densation, therefore, on win­ 
dows can be a good guide to the 
correct relative humidity with­ 
in the home. 
Symptom- of Moisture Problems 
Moisture problems exist, how­ 
ever, when any or all of the 
following symptoms are pres­ 
ent: 
1. Excessive condensation on 
the inside of windows, especially 
those equipped with storm win­ 
dow's. 
2. Condensation on cold walls 
or clothes in unheated closets. 
3. Discoloration of walls or 
ceilings as a result of condensa­ 
tion. 
4. Paint peeling or blistering 
due to condensation. 
Causes of Condensation 
There are two causes for con­ 
densation. 
1. Excessive moisture within 
the air within the home (rela­ 
tive humidity is too-high). 
2. Surfaces at the point of con­ 
densation are too cold. 
Addition of some moisture to 
the air within the home during 
the winter months is necessary. 
As an example, when outside air 
of 20 degrees and 100 percent 
relative humidity infiltrates in­ 
to the house and is heated to 70 
percent, relative humidity is re- 
much too 
low. The relative humidity does 
not actually reach this low point 
however, because moisture is 
constantly being added to the 
air within the home from the 
following sources: 
1. Human body. 
2. Cooking, bathing and other 
daily activities of the family. 
3. Open gas flame. For each 
gallon of fuel burned, more than 
one gallon of water is formed 
and added to the air in the form 
of water vapor.
